Governor Palin received your email correspondence regarding touch screen voting machines 
and asked that I reply to your concerns . 



The security, accuracy and reliability of our voting systems are of utmost importance. 
The pivision of Elections takes allegations, such as those presented in the Dan Rather 
special, very seriousiy. 



As you may know, the Help America Vote Act of 2002 required statea to have voting 
equipment in place that is accessible to the visually impaired and disabled by 2006. This 
is why states nationwide began implementing touch screen voting units. This federal 
requirement has not changed, and the State of Alaska must continue to follow this law. 



The Division of Elections is in the process of reviewing our eguipment as well as our 
security procedures as we prepare for the 2008 Primary and General Elections. We are also 
taking the added steps of seeking a third party review of our existing voting systems and 
security procedures. 



You raention HR811, also known as the Holt bill, which establishes additional federal 
recruirements for election systems. There has been signlficant opposition to this 
legislation and it is currently stalled for the time being in the House Rules Committee. 
Members of the committee have also expressed concerns with the current version of the 
bill. The last I heard is that that the earliest it could be scheduled for another 
hearing is tomorrow, September 12. 



As you know, the Holt bill requires that the touch screen voting units be ecjuipped with a 
voter verifiable paper audit trail and recruires auditing procedures of election results. 
Although the State of Alaska 's recruirements do not exactly mimic those of the Holt bill, 
there are reguirements for a paper trail and audit of election results in our state. 



In Alaska, our touch screen voting units are ecjuipped with a voter verifiable paper audit 
trail that allows a voter to review his or her ballot prior to it being cast on the voting 
unit. There are some states that do not have this requirement and utilize touch screen 
voting units that do not have a voter verifiable paper audit trail. Alaska also has paper 
ballots available at every polling place for those who do not want to use touch screen 
voting units to cast their vote. Fortunately, our state allows voters the choice on how 
they cast their ballot. 



Additionally, there is a canvass of all election results statewlde conducted by a 
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bipartisan State Review Board prior to an election being certified. In addition to the 
review of election counts and materials from all polling places statewide by the 
bipartisan State Review Board, a hand count of one precinct in each of the 40 House 
Districts ia conducted. The precinct ia randomly selected from thoae precincts that 
comprise at least 5* of the total number of ballota cast in that House District. If the 
results of the hand count are off by more than 1% between the results of the hand count 
and the count certified by the election board, the entire House District will be recounted 
by hand count. The paper ballots for the optical scan machines and paper ballota on the 
touch screen machines serve as the official ballot cast and ia the record that is hand 
counted. Once the State Review Board is confident that the reaulta reported are accurate, 
the election ia certified.
